WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 


leaders of the Cuban Revolution- 
ary Council and 10 representa- 
tives of prisoners arrived here 
today for talks with a U.S. group 
w»ut Cuban Prime Minister Fi- 
del Castro's terms for release of 
over 1,200 prisoners captured in 
the Cuban invasion failure. 


Dr. Jose Mirt Cardona, presi- 


dent of the council, and Manuel 
Antonio de Varona arrived with 
the 10, khaki-clad prisoner repre- 
sentatives who were paroled by 
Castro to undertake these nego- 
tiations. 


Cubans went immediately 


to a meeting with a U.S. citizens 
group headed by Eleanor Roose- 
velt, Dr. Milton Eisenhower and 
Walter Reuthcr which is seeking 
to raise the millions of dollars to 
pay for the 500 tractors demand- 
ed by Castro for the exchange of 
the prisoners. 


Miro Cardona, on leaving the 


plane which brought the Cubans 
torn Miami, Fla., told newsmen 
he expects cooperation from the 
U.S. citizens group. He declined 
most other comment, except that 
he was here to negotiate. 


The arrival here came as Cas- 


tro was reported to have threat- 
ened to have called the negotia- 
tions off if the United States 
persists in referring to the deal 
as an exchange, Castro termed 
the arrangements an indemnifica- 


jn, not an exchange. 


he U.S. government appeared 


to be taking a hands-off position 
in relation to the matter. 


State Department press officer 


Joseph W. Reap said the State 
Department would not have a 
representative sitting in on to- 
day's talks, and has no plan to 
contact any member of the visit- 
ing group.

GENEVA (AP) — Prince Nor- 


odom Sihanouk, Cambodian chief 
of state, today pursued the role 
of peacemaker for Laos and in- 
vited 
the three rival Laotian 


princes to negotiate in Geneva for

Sihanouk issued the invitations 


through the separate Laotian dele-

the Communist-guided Pathet Lao 
forces. 


Efforts to get the three Laotian 


factions to combine into one coali- 
tion government were begun sev- 
eral days ago in Laos itself in 
talks behind the Pathet Lao lines. 
These negotiations, in the village 
of Ban Namone, have stalled. 


The Cambodian prince and. a 


number of other delegates at the 
conference regard a coalition gov- 
ernment as essential for any long- 
range settlement of Laotian prob- 
lems. 


The Geneva conference resumes 


this afternoon amid persistent re- 
ports that Boun Oum's govern- 
ment soon might order its dele- 
gate in Geneva to join in the 
parley.

LITTLE ROCK, Aik. (AP)-A 


state charge against Emmett E 
Miller, who had been accused of 
trying to dynamite a dormitory at 
Philander Smith College for Ne- 
groes here last July, was dropped 
today at the request of the federal 
government. 


The government refused to pro- 


duce FBI agents as witnesses for 
the trial, wnich had been sched- 
uled to open today. 


Instead, U.S. Atty. Osro Cobb 


asked Circuit Judge William J 
Kirby to dismiss the charge be- 
cause the FBI could not "run the 
nsk of possible exposure of its 
effective investigative techniques! 
and operational procedures." 


Prime witnesses in the case 


were FBI personnel. 


Kirby empaneled a jury and or- 


dered it to return a verdict of 
innocent "at the direction of the 
court by request of the Justice 
Department."
